CATION  OP  Montreal  is  becoming  increasingly  apparent  to  all  who  have  occasion  to  pas. 
the  site  in  Sherbrooke  Street.  If  some  Montrealers  hay.  been  in  the  habit  of  regarding 
the  Art  Association  as  a  private  preserve  they  will  have  to  modify  their  view ;  there  is 
no  charge  of  narrowness  or  exclusiveness  to  be  brought  against  a  society  whi.h,  without 
a  cent  of  support  from  the  civic  purse,  endows  the  City  with  such  a  monumental 
building  as  that  which  is  now  to  be  seen  rising  to  completion.  Whatever  may  have  been 
the  impression  in  the  past,  the  very  stones  of  the  new  edifice  cry  aloud  that  its  designer, 
are  building  for  the  benefit  of  th-  whole  population  of  the  City  of  Moiitre.1. 

It  is  not  therefore  as  the  representatives  of  a  private  club  that  the  Officers  of 
the  Art  Association  are  now  appealing  for  additional  donations  to  the  Building  Fund,  but 
rather  as  the  Trustee,  of  a  great  Public  Institution  to  which  every  Citizen  of  Monire.1
